Alliance  Headquarters, 
Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  9-10,  1910. 

The  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Farmers'  State  Alliance  convened  at  Alliance  Headquarters,  near 
Hillsboro  to-day,  August  9,  1910. 

Promptly  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  the  gavel,  in  the  hands  of  Presi- 
dent R.  H.  Speight,  wrapped  the  Alliance  to  order. 

The  Alliance  was  then  opened  in  due  form. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  counties,  and  the  delegates 
handed  in  their  credentials. 

The  President  appointed  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  composed 
of  T.  P.  Johnston,  of  Rowan;  Augustus  Williams,  of  Martin,  and 
R.  G.  Hart,  of  Edgecombe  County. 

The  credentials  were  referred  to  this  committee,  which  imme- 
diately retired  to  consider  the  same. 

Pending  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  a  recess 
was  taken  to  2:30  p.  m. 

At  2:30  p.  m.,  sharp,  the  President  called  the  Alliance  to  or- 
der.

The  State  Alliance  now  being  fully  organized  and  ready  for 
business,  the  President  proceeded  to  deliver  his  Annual  Address, 
which  is  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Alliance: 

In  these  times  of  immense  accumulations  of  private  fortunes 
and  combinations  of  capital  and  corporate  greed,  it  becomes  more 
imperative  than  every  that  unity  of  action  should,  on  the  part 
of  the  laboring  classes,  especially  the  cultivators  of  agricultural 
products,  who  constitute  three-fourths  of  the  population  of  our 
State  and  a  very  large  per  cent  of  the  populations  of  other  States, 
be  entered  into  and  faithfully  maintained. 

Just  twenty-four  years  ago  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Al- 
liance was  organized;  its  membership  limited  to  farm  laborers, 
country  merchants,  physicians,  and  ministers  of  the  Gospel. 
With  the  avowed  purpose  of  educating  its  members  and  the  agri- 
cultural classes  generally  in  the  science  of  economical  govern- 
ment in  a  non-partisan  spirit;  to  develop  a  better  State  mental- 
ly, morally,  socially  and  financially,  to  strive  to  secure  entire  har- 
mony and  good  will  among  all  men  and  brotherly  love  among 
ourselves.  To  what  extent  we  have  succeeded,  only  an  accurate 
and  just  history,  compiled  by  some  competent  writer,  conversant 
with  its  working  from  the  beginning,  can  show. 

I  am  one  of  its  members  who  believes,  while  acknowledging 
that  grave  and  serious  mistakes  have  been  made  in  some  things, 
that  it  has  accomplished  great  good,  not  only  for  its  members  in- 
dividually and  collectively,  but  for  the  State  at  large,  and  that  it 
still  lives,  and  will  continue  to  live,  working  for  the  betterment  of 
the  agricultural  classes  and  incidentally  for  all  others. 
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It  behooves  us  that  we  should  strive  with  our  utmost  power, 
lest  we,  like  the  animals  of  the  field,  borne  prone  to  the  earth  and 
obedient  to  the  appetites,  should  pass  away  without  accomplishing 
the  purposes  for  which  we  organized  and  are  laboring  for,  un- 
honored  and  unsung. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  I  should  attempt  in  this  short 
talk,  to  teach  you  how  to  make  your  farms  more  productive. 
The  Agricultural  Colleges,  "Farmers'  Institutes,"  Test  Farms,  and 
agricultural  press,  all  partially  the  outcome  of  your  suggestions, 
demands  and  support,  are  very  effectively  accomplishing  this.  I 
will,  however,  suggest,  that  when  you  have  made  your  land  pro- 
ductive, and  are  making  $500  a  year  more  per  crop,  that  you 
learn  also  to  retain  the  greater  improvement  of  .your  farms  and 
to  increase  the  comforts  of  your  homes. 

It  has  been  customary  with  some  of  your  presiding  officers,  at 
our  Annual  Meetings,  to  express  their  opinions  and  make  sug- 
gestions as  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  by  our  Order  on  such 
measures  as  have  been  the  subject  of  legislation,  or  are  being 
agitated  by  the  public.      I  shall  allude  to  but  very  few  of  these. 

Having  practiced  medicine  in  the  country  for  forty  years,  and 
therefore  being  familiar  with  the  unsanitary  surroundings  of  our 
farm  dwellings  generally,  and  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
a  knowledge,  however  imperfect,  on  the  part  of  our  farm  dwel- 
lers, of  the  prevention  of  preventable  diseases,  I  advise  that  our 
Sub-Alliances  subscribe  for,  and  make  a  study  of,  and  discuss 
at  their  monthly  meetings,  such  articles  as  it  may  contain  of  in- 
terest to  them,  "The  North  Carolina  Bulletin  of  Health,"  a  pub- 
lication, the  outcome  of  the  wisdom  and  labors  of  the  members 
of  "The  North  Carolina  Board  of  Health,"  especially  of  its  long- 
time Secretary,  Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis,  to  whose  untiring  energy  and 
zeal,  the  health  laws  of.  our  State  and  the  necessary  appro- 
priations to  enforce  them,  are  largely  due. 

The  Bulletin  will  be  sent  to  any  citizen  of  the  State  upon  re- 
quest. 

So  wide-spread  has  become  the  interest  in  public  education,  so 
determined  are  our  citizens,  that  every  child  shall  have  an  op- 
portunity of  a  public  school  education  and  sq.  effective  have  be- 
come the  efforts  of  those  at  the  head  of  our  educational  system, 
that  we  need  but  endorse  and  support  their  lead. 

Good  roads  are  absolutely  indispensable  to  agricultural  prog- 
ress and  to  the  highest  attainment  of  civilization.  How  to  eco- 
nomically build  and  maintain  them,  should  have  our  most  earnest 
consideration. 

I  believe,  with  the  great  Vance,  that  to  North  Carolinians  and 
their  children,  should  belong  North  Carolina.  The  natural  in- 
crease will  be  rapid  enough  to  develop  all  our  resources  in  am- 
ple time.  We  know  nothing  of  race  suicide,  and  God  forbid  that 
we  ever  should. 

Our  Lecturer  will  himself  report  to  you  the  result  of  his  labors 
during  the  year. 

The  Business  Agent  will  report  the  result  of  his  labors. 
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We  have  lost  by  death  during  the  year  a  member  of  our  Execu- 
tive Committee,  Bro.  W.  B.  Fleming,  of  Ridgeway.  As  a  Confed- 
erate soldier  and  as  a  citizen,  his  every  thought  was  for  faithful 
performance  of  duty.  When  shot  through  the  lungs  and  left  up- 
on the  battlefield  as  too  badly  wounded  to  be  moved,  he  uttered 
no  word  of  complaint,  and  though  I  knew  him  for  years  as  an 
intimate  friend,  I  never  knew  until  his  death,  that  he  was  ever 
wounded,  so  modest  and  fearful  of  boasting  was  he.  May  we 
emulate  and  perpetuate  his  virtues. 

Having  filled  to  the  best  of  my  ability  the  duties  of  the  office 
to  which  your  partiality  assigned  me,  I  wish  to  thank  each  and 
every  one  of  you  for  the  kind  support  which  you  have  accorded 
me  in  my  efforts  to  disseminate  and  maintain  the  principles,  and 
increase  the  membership  of  "The  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State 
Alliance"  and  yield  to  my  successor  the  gavel  with  the  faith  that 
the  principles  advocated  by  the  Alliance  will  finally  prevail.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER  AND  STATE 
BUSINESS  AGENT. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent,  George  F. 
Parrott,  submits  his  reports  as  follows: 

Brother  President  and  Brethren: 

As  Secretary-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent,  I  have  turned 
my  books  and  papers,  etc.,  over  to  your  Executive  Committee 
whose  duty  it  is  to  examine  them  and  report  their  findings. 

That  a  greater  volume  of  business  has  not  been  done,  I  re- 
gret. 

The  members  are  not  buying  through  the  Agency.  It  is  true, 
that  a  great  many  inquiries  for  prices,  etc.,  come  to  me,  but 
prompt  answers  do  not  bring  orders;  the  only  effect  being  to  in- 
crease the  bill  for  stamps.  Indeed,  there  are  some  from  whom 
we  should  expect  some  aid  who  never  even  make  inquiry  as  to 
prices,  etc.  This,  my  brethren,  is  not  helping  to  hold  my  hands 
up.  However,  we  are  not  here  to  indulge  in  useless  repinings  or 
to  quarrel  with  fate. 

If  you  will  pardon  me,  I  will  quit  the  beaten  path  of  my  prede- 
cessors and  -of  myself  and  will  offer  some  suggestions  which 
seem  to  me  would,  if  adopted,  be  of  great  and  permanent  benefit 
to  the  Alliance,  or  would  be  the  means  of  arriving  at  some  plans 
to  secure  a  much-needed  relief.  Three  years  ago — and  each 
year  since — I  have  insisted  that  something  be  done;  now  we  are 
to  the  point  that  something  must  be  done,  and  at  this  meeting. 
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Now,  I  suggest  that  we  select  five  of  our  very  best  men,  who 
are,  by  reason  of  their  love  for  the  Alliance,  cool  judgment,  and 
determination,  qualified  to  act  on  a  "Committee  for  the  Good  of 
the  Order";  this  committee  to  be  selected  at  once,  and  who 
shall  retire  and  formulate  some  plan,  or  plans,  for  our  good,  and 
who  shall  from  time  to  time  make  report  to  this  body  for  its  ac- 
ceptance or  rejection.  It  is  further  suggested  that  each  of  us 
here  propose  to  this  committee,  in  writing  any  idea  or  plan  which 
he  may  think  helpful  to  the  Alliance,  the  committee  to  call  be- 
fore them  any  one  from  whom  they  may  wish  explanation;  no 
one  to  remain  in  the  presence  of  this  committee  while  they  are  in 
session  after  they  have  his  explanation. 

Now,  brethren,  if  there  are  those  of  you  who  would  take  any 
backward  step,  who  would  disband,  or  who  would  consolidate 
with  the  Farmers'  Union,  or  any  other  organization,  hear  me 
when  I  say  that  I  would  remind  you  of  the  very  solemn  oath  you 
took  when  you  joined  the  Alliance.  That  the  men  who  compose 
their  membership  are  any  truer  men  than  those  who  compose 
our  membership,  I  do  deny;  that  their  principles  are  better  than 
ours,  I  flatly  deny,  having  no  fear  of  successful  contradiction. 

Then  why  go  to  them  to  be  saved?  Let  us  pull  with  them, 
or  with  any  other  organization  for  the  uplift  of  mankind,  but 
don't  be  the  tail  to  the  kite  of  any  man,  or  set  of  men,  especially 
when  you  have  a  kite  of  your  own.  Don't  give  up  the  old  ship. 
If  your  plans  are  at  fault  (and  I  think  they  are),  change  them 
at  this  meeting.  If  your  State  Officers  are  not  doing  their  duty, 
elect  others  in  their  stead.  If  their  time  is  not  out  at  this  meet- 
ing, ask  for  their  resignation.  For  myself,  my  time  is  not  out 
until  November  1st;  but  you  can  get  my  resignation  to-day  if  you 
want  it. 

Our  principles  and  purposes  cannot  be  wrong;  they  are  not  at 
fault.  They  will  live  as  long  as  yonder  Eno  Mountain  stands; 
yes,  till  the  sun  grows  cold  till  the  stars  are  old,  till  the  leaves 
of  the  Judgment  Book  unfold. 

That  there  are  men  who  would  welcome  our  downfall,  I  do  not 
deny;  that  there  are  men  who  would  speak  ill  of  us,  I  do  not 
deny;  but,  brethren,  years  after  these  defamers  have  been  laid 
in  their  long-forgotten  graves,  our  principles  will  live  in  the 
hearts  of  men,  and  the  very  word  Alliance  will  rest  on  the  tongues 
of  good  men  and  true  women  everywhere. 

Now,  then,  in  your  deliberations  please  do  not  consider  my  per- 
sonal interest;  do  with  me  as  you  wish.  I  request  only  that  you 
save  a  place  for  my  name  on  the  roll  book  of  some  Sub-Alliance, 
and  that  you  accept  thanks,  coming  as  it  does  from  a  heart  over- 
flowing with  gratitude  for  the  very  many  evidences  of  confidence 
and  fraternal  feeling  of  which  I  have  been  the  recipient  at  your 
hands. 

Again,  we  welcome  you  here.  Take  anything  you  wish  that 
you  can  get  without  the  use  of  a  crow-bar.  It  is  all  yours  or 
mine;  to  that  whieh  is  yours  you  are  entitled;  to  that  which  is 
mine  you  are  welcome. 
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REPORT  OF  LECTURER. 
State  Lecturer  H.  M.  Cates  read  his  report  as  follows: 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Farmers'   State  Alliance  of 
North  Carolina: 

I,  the  undersigned,  your  Lecturer,  beg  leave  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

One  more  year  has  been  left  behind  us.  During  this  year 
hundreds  of  names  have  been  added  to  our  roll  of  the  very  best 
men  and  women  at  all.  Many  counties  have  been  visited,  and 
many  old  members  are  stronger  and  better  Alliance  men  to-day 
than  they  were  one  year  ago;  but  I  realize  very  sensibly  that  it  is 
easier  to  get  men  to  join  our  great  Order  than  it  is  to  keep  them 
there  under  present  conditions;  therefore,  I  do  recommend  that 
this  State  Alliance  take  some  steps  to  move  forward,  and  let  the 
great  question  of  this  State  Meeting  be,  What  in  your  opinion 
is  the  most  important  step  to  be  taken  the  coming  year  to  increase 
our  numbers  and  make  it  worth  while  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Farmers'  Alliance  of  North  Carolina?

The  Committee  on  Organ  which  was  appointed  last  year  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Good  of  the  Order.     The  report  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  ORGAN  COMMITTEE. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Farm- 
ers' Alliance: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Official  Organ  for  the  State  Alliance, 
elected  at  your  last  State  Meeting,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

On  the  2  4th  day  of  September,  1909,  we  met  in  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
all  members  of  the  committee  present,  and  after  thoroughly  con- 
sidering the  matter,  we  decided  the  one  thing  most  needful  was  to 
establish  the  paper,  as  instructed  by  the  State  Alliance,  as  soon 
as  possible.  We  received  bids  at  this  meeting  from  the  following 
publishing  houses:  Mutual  Publishing  Company  of  Raleigh, 
Kinston  Free  Press  of  Kinston,  and  Nash  Brothers'  Publishing 
Company  of  Goldsboro,  N.  C.  The  last-named  company's  bid  be- 
ing cheaper  than  the  other  bids,  this  we  decided  to  accept,  and 
begin  the  publication  of  the  paper  at  once,  with  our  Business 
Agent  and  Secretary-Treasurer  as  editor  and  manager,  without 
any  increase  of  salary,  together  with  our  Lecturer  as  associate 
editor.  The  name  of  the  paper  to  be  "The  Farmers'  Friend."  But 
your  Executive  Committee  met  a  few  days  later  and  passed  the 
following    resolution: 

"It  is  the  sense  of  the  Executive  Committee  that  it  is  not  pos- 
sible, in  the  present  condition  of  our  treasury,  to  finance  an  Al- 
liance organ  that  would  be  a  credit  to  our  organization";  but  your 
committee  feels  so  sensible  of  the  fact  that  an  organ  was  the 
one  thing  needful  to  the  life  and  advancement  of  our  Order;  real- 
izing  that   printers'    ink   is   the   greatest    'eye   opener'   in    all   the 
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world,  therefore  we  made  the  second  effort,  meeting  again  on 
December  15,  1909,  with  the  same  result.  We  recommended  that 
this  State  Alliance  now  in  session  elect  a  committee  of  five  on 
organ,  and  clothe  them  with  sufficient  power  to  establish  and 
put  in  circulation  an  organ  as  soon  as  possible.

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The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  exercises  in  memory  of  our 
beloved  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Bro.  W.  B.  Flem- 
ing, who  has  died  since  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  the  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Johnston  County  Farmers'  Alliance  at  Smithfield 
on  July  16,  1910,  were  read  by  our  State  Lecturer,  and  after 
tender  and  touching  remarks  fey  Prof.  John  Graham,  who  was 
long  his  next-door  neighbor,  and  had  served  a  dozen  years  with 
him  on  the  Executive  Committee;  also  ex-President  Joseph  E. 
Peterson;  Major  W.  A.  Graham,  Trustee;  J.  W.  Denmark,  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  for  thirteen  years,  all  the  while 
Brother  Fleming  served  on  it;  H.  M.  Cates,  our  State  Lecturer; 
T.  P.  Johnston,  and  others,  all  of  whom  bore  loving  testimony 
to  his  noble  and  Christ-like  virtues  and  to  his  untiring  devotion 
to  our  Order  which  he  loved  so  devotedly  and  served  so  faithfully 
and  cheerfully  to  the  end. 

After  these  remarks,  the  vote  was  taken  on  the  Johnston 
County  resolutions,  and  they  were  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
as  they  appear  on  page  18,  which  is  specially  set  part  for 
them. 

Prof.  John  Graham  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  there  is  urgent  demand  for  the  establishment  of 
Agricultural  High  Schools,  and  the  appropriation  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  North  Carolina  of  sufficient  means  to  establish  suc- 
cessfully these  High  Schools;  now,  be  it — 

Resolved,  by  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Allinace,  in 
Annual  Session  at  Hillsboro,  this  day,  August  9,  1910,  that  the 
free  use  of  our  Headquarter's  property,  including  the  farm  of 
one  hundred  and  forty  acres,  or  so  much  of  it  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, is  hereby  offered  to  the  State  of  North  Carolina  rent  free 
for  the  establishment  of  one  of  these  High  Schools,  reserving  the 
right  to  hold  our  Annual  Meetings  in  the  buildings. 

Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order  submitted  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

Resolved,  That  a  Legislative  Committee  of  five — one  of 
whom  shall  be  the  President,  four  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  to  confer  with  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, and  others  interested  in  the  course  of  agricultural  educa- 
tion in  reference  to  the  location  of  Agricultural  High  Schools, 
to  secure  the  proper  representation  of  our  body  upon  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  High  School  to  be  established  at  Hillsboro, 
should  such  school  be  established  at  Hillsboro. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  and  the  following  brethren  named 
to  serve    on    the    committee:     R.  H.   Speight,  President  ex-offlclo 
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member;    John   Graham,  J,   M.   Mitchell,  R.   G.   Hart,   and  H.   D. 
Edgerton. 

The  Committee  on  Lecturing  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  adopted: 

Realizing  the  great  work  that  has  been  done  by  our  present 
State  Lecturer,  and  believing  that  his  whole  heart  is  in  the 
work,  we  recommend  that  he  be  re-elected  as  State  Lecturer,  and 
also  urge  that  our  County  Lecturers  be  requested  to  move  for- 
ward .in  the  work  for  the  betterment  of  the  Alliances  in  their 
respective  counties,  and  should  they,  at  any  time,  need  help, 
that  they  call  on  the  State  Lecturer,  for  we  do  realize  that  our 
future  destiny  depends  upon  the  active  work  of  our  member- 
ship. 

The  following  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance, 
in  Annual  Session  at  Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  9,  1910,  send 
fraternal  greetings  to  the  Farmers'  Union,  and  bid  them  God- 
speed in  their  efforts  to  better  the  condition  of  the  farmers  and 
laborers  of  America.
